NEW MEMBERS APPOINTED TO 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS 


Four new members have been appointed and 
six others re-appointed to the Board of 
Governors, it was announced this week by 
the Government of Alberta. 

The Board, as defined by The Universities 
Act, consists of sixteen members. Fourteen are 
appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council. Seven of these appointments are to be 
made on the nomination of various University 
bodies. 

Two of the new appointments are students 
who, for the first time, will sit as regular 
voting members of the Board. A year ago 
the Board invited the Students’ Union to send 
two students as non-voting “consultants.” 
The Act has now been changed, at the 
University’s request, to permit them to vote 

regular members.

TWO VICE-PRESIDENTS SOUGHT 


The appointment of MAX WYMAN as 
President of the University and of WALTER 
WORTH as head of Alberta’s Commission on 
Education Planning has created vacancies for 
the positions of Vice-President (Academic) and 
Vice-President for Campus Planning and 
Development. 


Advisory committees for the selection of 
the two Vice-Presidents have been established 
by the Board of Governors. Both 
committees are seeking the assistance of the 
University community in nominating suitable 
candidates, and have invited suggestions 
from students and staff members. 


The prime responsibility of the Vice-President 
for Campus Planning and Development is 
to give leadership in the planning and 
construction of physical facilities, in the 
allocation of space, and in the use and alteration 
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of the Board Finance Committee. 


Meetings of the Board are attended by 
JOHN NICOL, Secretary to the Board, and the 
three Vice-Presidents. 


SUMMER SCHOOL STARTS 


About 5,000 students are expected to 
enter The University of Alberta Summer School 
this year. This represents a twenty-five 
per cent increase over the 1968 summer 
session. This year’s session started on July 2 
and will end August 14. 

A unique course is being offered this year 
to ten Indian students from the Northwest 
Territories. The course is the standard Biology 
130 course specially adapted to the needs of 
these students. wW. D. SAMIRODEN from Eastglen 
Composite High School in Edmonton is 
teaching the course under the Department of 
Elementary Education. 

The Students’ Union is running a social 
and recreation schedule for the Summer School 
students including a Kampus Klondike 
Promenade on Tuesday, July 15. A curling 
bonspiel is scheduled for July 7 to 13 in 
the Students’ Union Building rink and tours, 
dances, tournaments, and films will help to 
round off the academic program.

Construction priorities for next five years reviewed 


The following is a report of the University 
Planning Committee dated June 27, 1969, to 
General Faculty Council. It will be 
received by the General Faculty Council at 
its next meeting, but is published now at the 
request of the Committee for the information 
of all members of the University Community. 


The University Planning Committee met 
regularly during the 1968-69 session to 
consider requests for space, facilities, and 
programs, and to make recommendations to 
the General Faculty Council and to the 
Finance and Building Committees of the Board 
of Governors concerning the operating and 
capital budgets. 


This report covers the three meetings of the 
University Planning Committee held on June 
23, 24, and 27, 1969, to establish a priority 
list of capital building projects in 1970 to 
1975, for recommendation to the Building 
Committee of the Board of Governors. 


The Committee’s priority discussions were 
conditioned in two ways. First, university 
planning is restricted to Academic Plan 8, 
although the Committee agreed that this may 
be the last year in which Academic Plan 8 
can be used as a guide. Second, in anticipation 
of a new enrolment ceiling, and a new 
Academic Plan, and with the uncertainty

*University contribution for planning and construction 
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surrounding the financing of the University 
components of the Health Sciences Centre, 
the Committee felt it would be unwise this 
year to commit all of the University’s funds 
for capital projects over the following five 
years. 

The Committee agreed that capital projects 
for which prime consultants had been 
appointed would not be reconsidered. 


The Committee agreed that the exclusion 
of health science projects from its discussion 
of priorities had no significance for their 
position in the priority list. 

The University will have met its 
commitment to spend $20 million on the 
health sciences by the construction and 
equipment of the Basic Clinical Science and 
Basic Medical Science buildings in the five-year 
period to 1972. The timing of new facilities 
in the Health Sciences Centre is dependent 
upon the construction and demolition of 
Hospital buildings, as well as the funding of 
these facilities by the Province. 

The Committee agreed to continue with its 
assumption that the projects for the first 
years of the five-year program will be relatively 
firm, but later years may be revised from 
year to year as needs and resources require 
reassessment of the program. 


The Committee then applied the criteria 
which it had established (and had been 
approved by General Faculty Council) to

the list of projects which had come before it. 
On this basis a list of eight buildings was 
established, for which specific priority 
rankings were to be set this year. Using the 
same criteria, the Committee then ranked this 
list by a series of ballots. 

The Committee reaffirmed its adoption in 
July, 1968, of the following categories of 
capital needs in the University and the 
percentage allocation of the total capital 
available in a five-year period to these 
categories:

Group B 


Equipment (other than major 

equipment associated with new buildings) 10 
Furnishings 6 
Alterations and Renovations 3 
Land 2

The percentages assigned to classifications 
in Group B may fluctuate | per cent in 
either direction but are not to exceed 
the 35 per cent total for this group.

It was agreed that the Communications 
Centre should be deleted from the list of 
projects eligible for priority consideration since 
no detailed program for this project has 
been approved. 

It was agreed to defer a decision on capital 
building priorities for the Health Sciences— 
that is, Rehabilitation Medicine, Dentistry and 
Dental Hygiene, Nursing, Pharmacy, and 
Medicine—pending clarification by the 
provincial government as to the funding of 
these buildings and their timing in the plan 
for the Health Sciences Centre Complex. 

It was agreed that a decision on the 
Student Health Services should be deferred 
pending a report now being prepared by the 
Student Health Services Committee on the 
position of the Student Health Services under 
medicare. 

The question of a building for the School of 
Library Science was considered but the 
Committee concluded that this School should 
be located in the Rutherford Library for 
some years. 

It was agreed the following facilities would 
be charged to the contingencies fund in 
1970-71; tentative allocations are given: 


Agriculture, off-campus facilities $300,000 
Animal facilities, off-campus 150,000 
Survey field camp 300,000
